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ST.  STEPHEN'S   COLLEGE. 


The  want  which  was  felt  of  such  an  institution  as  St. 
Stephen's  College  first  found  expression  in  the  report  of  the 
Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.  D.,  superintendent  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  who  said  to  the  Convention  in  1856,  that  the  smallness 
of  the  number  of  candidates  for  orders  "arises  from  the  want 
in  our  diocese  of  some  church  institution  or  training  school, 
in  which,  as  a  nursery  for  the  ministry,  the  destitute  sons  of 
our  poorer  clergy  might  find  a  home  under  church  influences, 
as  well  as  the  sons  of  zealous  laymen  —  a  church  school  leading 
to  the  ministry,  adequately  endowed,  Episcopally  governed,  and 
annually  reporting  to  the  Convention  its  condition  and  its 
progress." 

Bishop  Potter,  in  his  address  to  the  same  Convention,  said  : 
"One  of  the  urgent  wants  of  the  Diocese  is  a  Church  Training 
School  to  take  charge  of  hopeful  youth  from  a  very  early  age, 
and,  by  faithful,  intellectual  and  religious  culture,  to  prepare 
them  for  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  <  Without  money 
and  without  price,'  it  should  afford  shelter  and  nurture  to  the 
sons  of  deceased  clergymen  ;  and  by  its  economy,  and  wise  and 
earnest  training,  it  should   be   capable  of  raising  up   men   of 
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simple  habits  and  fervent  hearts,  who  will  shrink  from  no  toil, 
from  no  self  denial;  and  who,  'by  manifestation  of  the  truth, 
will  commend  themselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight 
of  God/  I  commend  the  object  to  your  serious  consideration 
and  prayers." 

At  the  same  period  some  students  were  under  the  super- 
vision and  training  of  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Annandale.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Bishop,  this  became  the  foundation  of  the  Training 
School. 

In  1859  several  clergymen  and  laymen,  chiefly  at  the  instance 
of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  met 
to  organize  such  an  institution  as  had  been  declared  to  be  a 
necessity  in  the  Diocese.  An  application  was  made  through 
the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn  to  the  Legislature  for  a  charter. 
Through  the  zeal  of  this  gentleman  an  act  of  incorporation  was 
obtained,  granting  full  collegiate  powers,  with  all  the  security 
and  supervision  which  the  Church  could  ask. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work,  Mr.  John  Bard 
gave  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  plot  of  ground,  which  has 
since  been  increased  to  about  twenty  acres ;  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Innocents  as  a  College  Chapel;  and  the  Parish  School 
House. 

In  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1859  the  College  was  recog- 
nized as  a  Diocesan  Institution  by  the  following  resolution  : 


Reaolved:  That    the    Convention    recognizes    the   Traininj 
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School  and  College  at  Annandale,  as  a  Diocesan  Institution  and 
worthy  of  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  churchmen. 

The  trustees  organized  under  their  charter,  April  11th,  1860, 
and  appointed  the  Kev.  George  F.  Seymour,  M.A.,  Warden,  by 
which  title  the  head  of  the  College  was  to  be  known.  At  the 
same  time  provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  College 
building.  This  building  was  completed  the  following  Christ- 
mas, and  was  furnished  with  everything  necessary  for  the 
comfort  of  the  students  by  the  liberality  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Messrs.  Bard  and  Aspinwall.  It  is  by  the 
generous  contributions  of  these  two  gentlemen,  and  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  that  the  salaries 
of  the  Professors  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  College  have 
been  paid. 

The  present  Warden,  the  Kev.  R.  B.  Fairbairn,  D.  D.,  who 
had  been  connected  with  the  College  the  previous  year  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  was  appointed 
in  1863.  The  growth  of  the  College,  in  its  resources  and  in 
the  number  of  its  students,  has  been  steady  and  sure.  It  has 
commended  itself  to  the  general  favor  of  the  Diocese.  Of  the 
thirty-nine  young  men  who  are  now  enrolled  as  its  students, 
nearly  all  are  expecting  to  become  candidates  for  orders  in 
this  Diocese.  The  last  senior  class,  at  the  Commencement 
in  July  received  their  bachelor's  degree,  and  have  entered 
on  the  study  of  Theology  at  the  General  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  Bishop,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1864,  in 
exhibiting  the  work  which  had  been  done  during  the  ten  years 
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of  his  Episcopate,  named,  among  other  Church  Institutions, 
St.  Stephen's  College,  "designed  for  the  preliminary  care  and 
training  of  young  men  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  Sacred 
Ministry.  This  Institution  is  entirely  a  new  creation  within 
the  last  ten  years.  It  is  already  provided  with  an  admirable 
College  building,  and  with  a  costly  and  beautiful  Church  or 
Chapel.  Some  of  its  pupils  are  already  in  the  ministry.  Its 
halls  are  crowded  with  students,  and  I  think,  those  who  were 
present  at  the  examinations  and  at  the  public  exercises  at  the 
Commencement  in  July  last,  will  concur  with  me  in  the  opinion 
that  St.  Stephen's  only  requires  adequate  room  for  its  incoming 
students,  and  adequate  means  of  support  for  its  instructors,  and 
for  such  young  men  as  shall  need  it,  to  make  it  one  of  the 
most  useful  institutions  of  the  Church  in  all  this  country.  Let 
us  pray  that  some  of  our  large-hearted  laymen  may  be  moved 
to  render  it  that  effectual  aid  which  would  cost  them  so  little, 
and  which  would  make  it  so  priceless  a  blessing  to  the  ministry 
and  Church  of  God." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  McYickar,  in  the  report  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  congratulated  the 
Diocesan  Convention  "  on  the  rising  reputation  of  this  Church 
Institution,  as  affording  to  the  Church  what  it  had  till  then 
wanted  —  College  teaching  and  Church  training,  thoroughly 
united  and  mutually  operating  in  fitting  for  the  ministry ." 

At  the  Commencement  of  1865,  Miss  E.  Ludlow  and  her 
sister,  Mrs.  Willink,  to  show  their  sympathy  lor  the  work, 
sent  to  the  trustees  the  plan  of  a  building  of  great  architec- 
tural beauty,  which  they  proposed  to  erect  at  their  sole  expense, 
r  the  supervision  of  Richard  Upjohn,  Esq.,  as  a  College 
Hall  and  residence  for  the  Warden. 
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The  corner-stone  of  this  building  was  laid  on  the  13th  of 
June  last.  It  will  be  completed  during  the  present  year,  and 
will  be  known  as  the  Ludlow  and  Willink  Hall. 

It  is  in  view  of  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  of  the  general 
favor  with  which  it  has  been  received  by  the  Diocese,  shown 
in  the  disposition  to  send  young  men  to  Annandale  to  prepare 
for  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  in  view  also  of  its 
proving  one  of  the  most  economical  and  successful  means  of 
educating  young  men  for  the  ministry,  that  the  trustees,  at  a 
recent  meeting,  resolved  to  appeal  to  the  Church  for  at  least 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
additional  buildings  for  students  and  professors,  and  in  part 
for  the  endowment  of  the  College.* 

Only  the  south  wing  of  the  main  College  building  has  yet 
been  erected.  And  this  is  now  incapable  of  accommodating 
the  students  who  are  already  at  Annandale.  Besides  there 
are  wanted  a  proper  hall  for  a  library,  and  recitation  rooms. 
The  professors  are  now  occupying  cottages  which  have  been 
generously  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  College  until  suitable 
residences  can  be  erected. 

This  is  the  first  general  appeal  which  the  College  makes  to 
the  Church.  So  far  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  and  the 
College  successfully  established,  chiefly  by  the  private  munifi- 

*  Tire  Bishop,  in  referring  to  the  College,  in  his  address  to  the  Con- 
vention, of  1865,  said,  "Another  College  building,  for  students' 
rooms  and  other  important  uses,  is  urgently  required,  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  young  men  seeking  admission.  I  am  not  without  hope  that 
some  devout  churchman  will  soon  be  found,  who  will  take  pleasure 
in  supplying  that  much  needed  addition  to  a  most  admirable  insti- 
tution." 
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cence  of  a  few  of  the  trustees,  and  by  the  Society  for  the 
Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning.  The  trustees  are  not, 
therefore,  appealing  to  the  Church  for  aid  to  rescue  the  Col- 
lege from  debt,  for  it  owes  nothing.  They  have  simply  come 
forward  and  established  successfully  an  Institution  which  the 
Church  called  for.  It  remains  now  for  the  liberal  churchmen 
of  the  Diocese  to  furnish  the  means  to  enable  it  to  meet  all  the 
demands  that  are  made  upon  it,  and  to  receive  all  the  students 
that  are  sent  to  it :  to  give  it  such  an  endowment,  that  it  may 
continue  to  carry  on  its  work  and  be  a  blessing  to  the  Church 
for  generations  to  come. 

The  Bishop  has  addressed  the  following  pastoral  letter  to 
the  Diocese  concerning  the  wants  of  the  College  : 


To  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  At  a  recent  meeting  of  a  number  of  the 
friends  of  this  Institution,  at  the  house  of  one  of  the  city 
trustees,  I  was  requested  to  address  to  you  a  statement  and 
appeal  in  its  behalf.  I  do  so  most  cordially,  and  with  the 
earnest  hope  that  you  will  carefully  consider,  and  earnestly  lay 
to  heart,  the  facts  of  the  case.  They  are,  I  can  assure  you,  of 
a  very  serious  nature.  As  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  St.  Stephen's 
College  has  been  established  for  the  Academical  Training  and 
Religious  Culture  of  young  men  who  are  intending  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  sacred  Ministry.  Instead  of  being  thrown 
into  the  midst  of  a  large  number  of  young  persons,  such  as  are 
usually  found  in  most  of  our  colleges,  and  exposed  to  influ- 
ences which  are  often  unfavorable  to  religious  improvement, 
if  not  to  all   true  intellectual  growth,  the   students  of  St.  Ste- 
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phen's  form  a  religious  Society,  which  is  entirely  homogeneous, 
animated  by  one  and  the  same  spirit,  and  having  all  the  same 
high  and  sacred  aim.  The  College  is  placed  in  a  retired  and 
beautiful  position,  far  removed  from  all  distracting  and  debas- 
ing influences,  save  those  which  are  inherent  in  our  fallen 
nature.  Their  daily  worship,  their  constant  communings 
together  touching  the  great  work  for  which  they  are  preparing, 
the  instruction  they  receive,  and  the  opportunities  afforded 
them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Warden,  of  engaging  in  pious 
and  charitable  works  in  the  neighborhood,  all  contribute  to 
elevate  and  strengthen  them,  and  to  prepare  them  for  their 
future  ministry.  At  my  last  confirmation  at  Annandale  in 
July,  a  considerable  number  of  young  and  poor  persons  were 
presented,  who  had  been  sought  out,  instructed,  encouraged, 
and  brought  forward  mainly  through  the  agency  of  these 
young  men,  acting  together  in  a  well  organized  body.  In 
addition  to  these  religious  advantages,  an  opportunity  is 
afforded  of  giving  such  a  direction  to  the  academical  training 
and  instruction  as  will  make  it  a  fitting  preparation  for  theo- 
logical study,  and  for  ministerial  duty. 

Can  there  be  any  doubt,  dear  brethren,  that  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese  stands  greatly  in  need  of  such  a  Training  School 
for  the  sacred  Ministry  ?  We  are  placed  in  the  very  centre 
of  influence  and  strength  in  this  great  country.  We  are 
applied  to  for  clergymen  from  all  parts  of  the  Church,  from 
Maine  to  the  Pacific.  Aggressive  forms  of  error  are  putting 
forth  stupendous  efforts  on  all  sides  of  us.  Hundreds  of  young 
men  are  being  trained  for  a  ministry  which  bodes  no  good  to 
the  souls  of  men,  or  to  the  best  interests  of  this  country.  We 
have  a  vast,  swelling  population,  rapidly  filling  up  all  our  unoc- 
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cupied  domain,  and  if  we  mean  to  keep  these  millions  under  the 
influence  of  saving  Truth  —  truth  that  will  save  the  individual 
and  save  the  nation  —  we  must,  with  the  help  of  God,  fill  up 
the  ranks  of  the  Ministry  abundantly  with  earnest  and  well 
trained  men  — men  capable  of  holding  forth  the  Light  of  a  pure 
Gospel  and  a  pure  Church. 

At  present  we  are  obliged  to  send  away  applicants  for  ad- 
mission to  St.  Stephen's  for  want  of  room.  Forty  students  fill 
up  not  only  every  part  of  the  present  building,  but  also  all 
accessible  rooms  in  the  neighborhood.  Young  men  are  lost  to 
the  Ministry,  because  they  cannot  find  a  practicable  door  of 
entrance.  Through  the  munificence  of  the  founder  and  the 
liberality  of  a  few  friends,  the  College  has  already  become 
possessed  of  property  in  its  buildings,  &c,  to  the  value  of 
nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  But  it  needs  immedi- 
ately another  College  building  for  students,  and  other  purposes, 
and  it  needs  three  houses  for  Professors,  who  are  now  subjected 
to  many  inconveniences,  and  who  would  have  no  accommoda- 
tions at  all,  but  for  the  liberality  of  the  founder  in  placing  at 
their  disposal  tenement  houses  which  he  can  ill  spare. 

Enough  has  been  done  to  show  that  St.  Stephen's  has  a 
claim  upon  the  Church  at  large.  It  is  high  time  that  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  should  recognize  that  claim.  If  we 
love  the  Truth  of  God,  and  hold  ourselves  bound  to  sustain 
and  disseminate  it,  let  us  go  to  the  fountain  head,  and  work  in 
the  most  effectual  way  in  which  we  can  work  for  Christ  and 
His  Church  —  through  His  ministry.  It  has  been  resolved  to 
raise,  if  possible,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  — 
twenty-five    thousand  for  a  college  building,   fifteen   thousand 
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for  three  houses  for  Professors,  and  the  remainder  for  books, 
and  other  general  purposes.  I  commend  the  subject  to  the 
immediate  and  earnest  attention  of  both  clergy  and  laity.  I 
would  affectionately  recommend  the  clergy  to  press  this  appeal 
at  an  early  day  upon  their  congregations,  and  to  aid  in  secur- 
ing an  early  response.  "  While  we  have  time,  let  us  do  good 
unto  all  men,  and  especially  unto  them  that  are  of  the  house- 
hold of  Faith."

All  persons,  who  present  evidence  of  having  been  appointed 
scholars  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and 
Learning,  will  be  received  as  students.  All  others,  who  pro- 
duce testimonials  of  moral  and  religious  character,  and  who 
are  prepared  to  enter  on  their  classical  studies,  preparatory  to 
the  Freshman  class  of  this  College,  or  for  entrance  into  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  will  also  be  received. 

All  students  are  considered  on  probation  until  Epiphany, 
when  they  are  required  to  matriculate.  They  must  be  fifteen 
years  of  age,  and  be  ready  to  subscribe  the  following  decla- 
ration. 

I  herewith  bind  myself  as  a  matriculated  student  of  St. 
Stephen's  College  to  obey  faithfully,  ex  animo,  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  imposed  upon  me  by  the  Warden  of  the  Insti- 
tution, or  under  his  authority;  and  in  all  other  ways  to  advance 
its  academic  reputation,  and  its  spiritual  usefulness  to  the 
Church.

Frequent  exercises  in  Reading,  Declamation,  and  Composi- 
tion; and  recitations  in  Kurtz's  Sacred  History  throughout 
the  year. 

Instruction  in  the  above  course  of  studies  is  intended  to 
promote  habits  of  patient  and  accurate  investigation,  while  at 
the  same  time  it  is  arranged  with  special  reference  to  the  study 
of  Theology.  The  student  who  proposes  to  enter  the  General 
Seminary,  must  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  of  Natural  Science;  but  especially  must  he  know 
how  to  speak  the  English  tongue,  have  an  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  text  of  the  Greek  Testament,  be  skilled  in 
Ethics,  and  be  possessed  of  geographical  and  historical 
knowledge  enough  to  enter  intelligently  on  the  study  of  God's 
word. 
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PARTIAL  COURSE. 


As  St.  Stephen's  College  was  founded  to  supply  the  want, 
which  was  felt,  of  a  place  for  training  young  men  who  are  to 
take  holy  orders,  it  is  expected  that  there  will  always  be  those 
connected  with  the  College,  who  are  too  far  advanced  in  life  to 
go  through  the  whole  course.  Such  students,  therefore,  as 
have  arrived  at  maturity,  and  whose  mental  habits  are  formed, 
are  permitted  to  recite  with  any  of  the  classes,  by  which  they 
may  be  prepared  to  enter  on  the  study  of  Theology  at  the 
General  Seminary,  or  other  Divinity  School,  within  a  reasona- 
ble time.  But  as  it  is  also  one  of  the  objects  of  the  College  to 
raise  the  standard  of  clerical  education,  and  to  take  away  the 
necessity,  if  it  has  existed,  of  young  men  preparing  with  persons 
who  have  not  the  leisure  and  opportunity  to  conduct  a  course 
of  education,  it  will  be  its  earnest  wish  to  carry  all  but  the 
above  class  of  students  through  the  regular  course  of  studies 
which  are  prescribed. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

The  annual  examinations  of  all  the  classes  take  place  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  previous  to  Commencement. 
There  will  also  be  an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  term. 


COMMENCEMENT. 

The  next  annual  Commencement  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
July  11th,  18G7.  Divine  service  will  begin  in  the  College 
Chapel  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.  j  and  the  usual  literary  exercises  of 
of  the  students  at  12  M. 
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LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

There  are  at  present  about  1,500  volumes  in  the  Library.  A 
valuable  collection  of  Philosophical  Apparatus  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn. 


RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION: 

St.  Stephen's  College  is  an  Academic  Body  composed  of 
religious  men — Trustees,  Professors,  and  Students  —  who  are 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  reli- 
gious culture  of  the  Students  is  a  prominent  object.  For  this 
purpose  they  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  and  evening 
service  in  the  College  Chapel,  and  the  usual  services  on  Sunday 
under  the  pastoral  superintendence  of  the  Warden  of  the 
College. 


GROUNDS  AND  COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 

The  landed  property  of  the  College  consists  of  about  twenty 
acres  of  ground  beautifully  diversified  by  wood  and  lawn,  and 
peculiarly  well  fitted  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  stu- 
dents in  their  leisure  hours.  The  College  building  now  com- 
pleted, is  an  erection  of  stone  and  brick  100  feet  by  40,  standing 
on  elevated  ground.  It  contains  Recitation  Rooms,  Library, 
rooms  for  students,  and  Refectory,  which  is  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  a  matron  who  resides  in  the  building.  It  is  furn- 
ished with  every  comfort  and  convenience  which  can  be  desired. 
The  College   Chapel   is  a  preeminently  beautiful   building   of 
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stone,  in  which  the  students  of  the  College  and  the  children  of 
the  parochial  School  attend  service.  It  is  also  the  Parish 
Church  of  the  neighborhood,  having  been  consecrated  by  the 
name  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents. 


EXPENSES. 

Tuition  and  furnished  rooms  are  entirely  free.  The  only 
charge  for  the  academic  year  is  $£Q0 ;  for  which  board,  wash- 
ing, fuel  and  lights  are  provided.  The  students  eat  at  a 
common  table,  which  is  presided  over  by  a  College  Officer. 
There  are  no  endowed  scholarships  yet  provided.  Students, 
who  are  dependent  upon  scholarships,  are  maintained  by  the 
Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning. 


VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  terms  in  the  year.  Christmas  term  begins 
October  1st,  and  ends  on  St.  John's  day.  Easter  term  begins 
New  Year's  day,  and  ends  on  Monday  in  Easter  week.  Trinity 
term  begins  the  following  Saturday  and  continues  to  Com- 
mencement, which  is  the  second  Thursday  in  July.  All 
students  are  required  to  return  to  College  so  as  to  be  ready  to 
attend  recitations  the  morning  after  term  commences.  All 
Saints'  day  is  a  recognized  holiday.  The  great  Festivals  are  spe- 
cially celebrated  at  St.  Stephen's:  Students  cannot,  therefore^ 
be  excused  from  attendant  until  the  day  after  Christmas  and 
the  <I<iij  after  Easti  r. 
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SITUATION. 


The  College  is  situated  on  the  Hudson  river,  in  the  town  of 
Red  Hook,  in  Dutchess  county,  between  Barrytown  and  Tivoli. 
It  is  easily  reached  from  Barrytown  Station,  which  is  about  2i 
miles  distant.  It  may  be  reached  also  from  Tivoli,  at  which 
station  the  express  trains  stop.  The  post  office  address  is 
Annandale,  N.  Y.     Telegraph  office  at  Barrytown,  N.  Y. 


SOCIETIES. 

The  following  societies  are  recognized  by  the  College  authori- 
ties—  the  Eulexian,  and  the  Missionary  Society. 

The  Eulexian  Society  was  organized  in  1860.  The  meetings 
are  held  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  The  exercises 
consist  of  declamation,  composition,  and  debate. 

The  Missionary  /Society  was  organized  in  1864.  Its  purpose 
is  to  encourage  a  missionary  spirit  among  the  students,  and  to 
furnish  means  of  obtaining  missionary  intelligence.  The 
meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  each  month. 

There  was  organized  at  the  Commencement  of  1866,  the 
Convocation  of  the  Alumni  or  St.  Stephen's  College.

APPENDIX 


The  following  extract  from  the  "Warden's  annual  report  is 
printed  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Warden  respectfully  reports,  that  at  the  opening  of  the 
Academic  year,  in  October,  1865,  the  College  Building  had 
been  enlarged,  and  was  capable  of  accommodating  thirty-four 
students.  All  the  rooms  were  engaged  before  the  term  com- 
menced. Some  additional  rooms  in  the  neighborhood  were 
hired.  We  were  thus  enabled  to  receive  thirty-nine  students. 
Applications  continued  to  be  made  almost  every  week,  during 
the  winter  for  students,  for  whom  we  could  find  no  accommo- 
dations. More  than  twenty  were  refused.  These,  together 
with  our  present  number  would  make  sixty.  *  *  * 
They  are  distributed  as  follows:  Seniors,  four;  Juniors,  six; 
Sophomores,  two;  Freshmen,  fourteen;  Preparatory  Class, 
candidates  for  the  Freshman  Class,  thirteen. 

One  of  the  Preparatory  classes  commenced  last  October,  with 
the  Tutor,  both  Latin  and  G-reek. 

In  Latin  they  have  read  the  Latin  Reader,  and  part  of  Cor- 
nelius Nepos,  with  particular  reference  to  Arnold's  Notes.  In 
Greek,  they  have  read  Goodrich's  Greek  Lessons.  The  other 
Preparatory  class,  who  now  enter  Freshman,  have  read  a  large 
part  of  the  Greek  Reader.  In  Lathi,  they  have  read  fire 
books  of  the  iEneid,  and  four  Orations  of  Cicero.  They  have 
had  frequent  exercises  in  written  translation. 
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The  Freshman  Class  have  recited  to  the  Warden  in  Alge- 
bra. Loomis's  Treatise  has  been  used,  with  numerous  examples 
in  illustration  from  other  books.  To  the  Tutor  they  have 
recited  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry.  In  Latin,  with  Prof. 
Hopson,  they  have  read  the  first,  second  and  fourth  Georgics, 
and  all  the  Eclogues  of  Virgil,  Cicero  de  Senectute,  and  forty 
chapters  of  the  XXIst  book  of  Livy.  They  have  had  frequent 
exercises  in  written  translation  in  all  these  works,  and  also  of 
translation  of  English  into  Latin,  making  use  of  Arnold's 
Prose  Composition.  They  have  also  read  a  large  portion  of 
Liddell's  History  of  Rome.  In  Greek,  they  have  read  with 
Prof.  Oliver,  the  first  book  of  the  Anabasis,  the  first  book  of 
the  Memorabilia,  and  the  first  book  of  Homer's  Iliad,  twenty- 
three  chapters  of  St-  Matthew's  Gospel,  and  seven  chapters 
of  St.  Luke.  They  have  also  been  required  to  furnish  frequent 
written  translations  both  into  English  and  into  Greek. 

The  SopJwmore  Class  studied  with  the  Warden,  Solid  Geo- 
metry, and  Loomis's  Analytical  Geometry,  embracing  Conic 
Sections.  With  the  Tutor  they  read  Trigonometry.  In 
Latin  they  read  to  Prof.  Hopson,  in  Horace,  four  books  of  the 
Odes,  the  most  of  the  Satires  and  Epistles,  and  the  Ars  Por- 
trea;  and  of  Tacitus  the  Germania  and  Agricola.  They  recited 
seventy-nine  pages  of  Arnold's  Prose  Composition,  and  wrote 
translations  of  numerous  parts  of  Horace.  In  Greek,  to  Prof. 
Oliver,  they  read  sixty-four  sections  of  Herodotus;  twenty 
sections  of  Thucydides;  and  the  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
books  of  the  Iliad;  ten  chapters  of  St.  Luke,  and  twenty-one 
chapters  of  the  Acts.  There  were  numerous  exercises  of 
written  translation,  both  into  English  and  into  Greek.  They 
read  also,  about  one-half  of  Smith's  History  of  Greece. 

The  Junior  Class  recited  to  the  Warden   in  Natural  Philo- 
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sophy,  having  gone  through  the  whole  of  Snell's  Olmsted,  and 
about  two-thirds  of  Looniis's  Treatise  on  Astronomy,  and 
Brocklesby's  Meteorology.  In  Latin,  during  two  terms  they 
read  with  Prof.  Hopson,  Juvenal,  and  one  of  Cicero's  Tusculan 
Disputations,  De  Contemnenda  Morte.  They  furnished  written 
translations  both  into  English  and  into  Latin.  In  Greek,  to 
Prof.  Oliver,  they  have  read  the  Alcestis,  and  Prometheus 
Vinctus  -,  and  of  the  New  Testament,  Ephesians,  Galatians, 
part  of  I  Corinthians  and  of  Romans.  Written  translations 
during  both  terms.  The  class  also  read  Whately's  Rhetoric  to 
Prof.  Oliver,  and  Whately's  Logic  to  Prof.  Eopson. 

The  Senior  Class  read  with  the  Warden  during  the  first 
term  Kame's  Elements  of  Criticism  :  the  second  term  Reid's 
Essays  on  the  Intellectual  Powers  :  and  during  the  summer  term 
Whewell's  Element  of  Morality,  the  most  of  Butler's  Ethical 
Discourses,  and  Sir  J.  Mackintosh's  Dissertation  on  the  Pro- 
gress of  Ethical  Philosophy  :  also  the  first  part,  and  a  portion  of 
the  second  part  of  Butler's  Analogy.  While  reading  these 
works,  constant  reference  was  made  to  other  treatises  on  the  same 
subjects.  They  were  required  frequently  to  give  a  written 
analysis  of  the  lesson,  and  also  to  furnish  an  essay  on  The  vari- 
ous Theories  of  Perception,  and  an  essay  on  The  Relation  of 
Moral  Science  to  Revelation.  They  also  read  during  the 
Easter  term  a  Treatise  on  Chemistry.  In  Latin  they  read  to 
Prof.  Hopson  the  whole  of  Cicero's  De  Officiis,  furnishing 
written  translations  of  portions.  They  also  gave  frequent 
translations  into  Latin  with  Arnold's  Prose  Composition.  In 
Greek  they  read  to  Prof.  Oliver,  Plato's  Gorgias  entire,  giving 
written  translations,  and  also  translations  into  Greek.  Of  the 
Septuagint  they  read  the  first  ten  chapters  of  Isaiah.  With  the 
same   Professor,    during  Trinity  term,   they   studied    Hebrew, 
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reading  the  first  ten  chapters  of  Genesis,  and  two  Psalms. 
They  recited  once  a  week  in  History  to  the  Warden,  using  Tay- 
lor's General  History  as  a  Text-book. 

All  the  classes  have  met  the  Warden  on  Saturday  morning 
for  exercises  in  Reading,  Composition,  and  Declamation,  one 
such  exercise  being  required  from  each  student  once  every  two 
weeks.  The  Declamations  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes 
were  required  to  be  original,  of  the  other  classes  selected. 
Each  member  of  the  Senior.  Junior  and  Sophomore  classes  has 
taken  his  turn  every  week  in  reading  the  lessons  at  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer  in  Chapel. 

On  Sundays  there  have  been  two  services  in  the  College 
Chapel,  at  which  Professors  Oliver  and  Hopson  have  preached 
once  a  fortnight,  and  the  Warden  once  each  Sunday.  *   *  *  *

ST.  STEPHEN'S  COLLEGE. 


The  want  which  was  felt  of  such  an  institution  as  St. 
Stephen's  College  first  found  expression  in  the  report  of  the 
Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.D.,  superintendent  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  who  said  to  the  Convention  in  1856,  that  the  smallness 
of  the  number  of  candidates  for  orders  "  arises  from  the  want 
in  our  Diocese  of  some  church  institution  or  training  school, 
in  which,  as  a  nursery  for  the  ministry,  the  destitute  sons  of 
our  poorer  clergy  might  find  a  home  under  church  influences, 
as  well  as  the  sons  of  zealous  laymen  —  a  church  school  leading 
to  the  ministry,  adequately  endowed,  Episcopally  governed,  and 
annually  reporting  to  the  Convention  its  condition  and  its 
progress." 

Bishop  Potter,  in  his  address  to  the  same  Convention,  said  : 
"  One  of  the  urgent  wants  of  the  Diocese  is  a  Church  Training 
School  to  take  charge  of  hopeful  youth  from  a  very  early  age, 
and,  by  faithful,  intellectual  and  religious  culture,  to  prepare 
them  for  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  '  Without  money 
and  without  price/  it  should  afford  shelter  and  nurture  to  the 
sons  of  deceased  clergymen  ;  and  by  its  economy,  and  wise  and 
earnest  training,  it  should  be  capable  of  raising  up  men  of 
simple  habits  and  fervent  hearts,  who  will  shrink  from  no  toil,

from  no  self  denial ;  and  who,  '  by  manifestation  of  the  truth, 
will  commend  themselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight 
of  God/  I  commend  the  object  to  your  serious  consideration 
and  prayers." 

At  the  same  period  some  students  were  under  the  super- 
vision and  training  of  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Annandale.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Bishop,  this  became  the  foundation  of  the  Training 
School. 

In  1859  several  clergymen  and  laymen,  chiefly  at  the  instance 
of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  met 
to  organize  such  an  institution  as  had  been  declared  to  be  a 
necessity  in  the  Diocese.  An  application  was  made  through 
the  Hon.  J.  Y.  L.  Pruyn  to  the  Legislature  for  a  charter. 
Through  the  zeal  of  this  gentleman  an  act  of  incorporation  was 
obtained,  granting  full  collegiate  powers,  with  all  the  security 
and  supervision  which  the  Church  could  ask. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work,  Mr.  John  Bard 
gave  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  plot  of  ground,  which  has 
since  been  increased  to  about  twenty  acres ;  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Innocents  as  a  College  Chapel ;  and  the  Parish  School 
House. 

In  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1859  the  College  was  recog- 
nized as  a  Diocesan  Institution  by  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recognizes  the  Training 
School  and  College  at  Annandale,  as  a  Diocesan  Institution  and 
worthy  of  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  churchmen. 
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The  trustees  organized  under  their  charter,  April  11th,  1860, 
and  appointed  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  M.A.,  Warden,  by 
which  title  the  head  of  the  College  was  to  be  known.  At  the 
same  time  provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  College 
building.  This  building  was  completed  the  following  Christ- 
mas, and  was  furnished  with  everything  necessary  for  the 
comfort  of  the  students  by  the  liberality  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Messrs.  Bard  and  Aspinwall.  It  is  by  the 
generous  contributions  of  these  two  gentlemen,  and  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  that  the  salaries 
of  the  Professors  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  College  have 
been  paid.  , 

The  present  Warden,  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Fairbairn,  D.D.,  who 
had  been  connected  with  the  College  the  previous  year  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  was  appointed 
in  1863.  The  growth  of  the  College,  in  its  resources  and  in 
the  number  of  its  students,  has  been  steady  and  sure.  It  has 
commended  itself  to  the  general  favor  of  the  Diocese.  Of  the 
forty-two  young  men  who  are  now  enrolled  as  its  students, 
nearly  all  are  expecting  to  become  candidates  for  orders  in 
this  Diocese.  Fifteen  have  completed  their  classical  course 
and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Others  have 
pursued  the  preparatory  studies  for  entrance  to  the  General 
Theological  Seminary.  Several  are  now  in  orders ;  one  is  a 
missionary  at  Salt  Lake  city;  one  has  accompanied  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Breck  to  the  Pacific  missions ;  others  are  engaged  in  parish 
work,  or  are  students  of  the  General  Seminary. 

The  Bishop,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1864,  in 
exhibiting  the  work  which  had  been  done  during  the  ten  years 
of  his  Episcopate,   named,   among   other   Church   Institutions, 
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St.  Stephen's  College,  (i  designed  for  the  preliminary  care  and 
training  of  young  men  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  Sacred 
Ministry.  This  Institution  is  entirely  a  new  creation  within 
the  last  ten  years.  It  is  already  provided  with  an  admirable 
College  building,  and  with  a  costly  and  beautiful  Church  or 
Chapel.  Some  of  its  pupils  are  already  in  the  ministry.  Its 
halls  are  crowded  with  students,  and  I  think,  those  who  were 
present  at  the  examinations  and  at  the  public  exercises  at  the 
Commencement  in  July  last,  will  concur  with  me  in  the  opinion 
that  St.  Stephen's  only  requires  adequate  room  for  its  incoming 
students,  and  adequate  means  of  support  for  its  instructors,  and 
for  such  young  men  as  shall  need  it,  to  make  it  one  of  the 
most  useful  institutions  of  the  Church  in  all  this  country.  Let 
us  pray  that  some  of  our  large-hearted  laymen  may  be  moved 
to  render  it  that  effectual  aid  which  would  cost  them  so  little, 
and  which  would  make  it  so  priceless  a  blessing  to  the  ministry 
and  Church  of  God." 

The  Eev.  Dr.  McVickar,  in  the  report  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  congratulated  the 
Diocesan  Convention  "  on  the  rising  reputation  of  this 
Church  Institution,  as  affording  to  the  Church  what  it  had 
till  then  wanted  —  College  teaching  and  Church  training, 
thoroughly  united  and  mutually  operating  in  fitting  for  the 
ministry." 

At  the  Commencement  of  1865,  Miss  E.  Ludlow  and  her 
sister,  Mrs.  Willink,  to  show  their  sympathy  for  the  work, 
sent  to  the  trustees  the  plan  of  a  building  of  great  architec- 
tural beauty,  which  they  proposed  to  erect  at  their  sole  expense, 
under  the  supervision  of  Richard  Upjohn,  Esq.,  as  a  College 
Hall  and  residence  for  the  Warden. 
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Jhe  corner-stone  of  this  building  was  laid  on  the  13th  of 
June,  1866.  It  will  be  completed  during  the  present  year,  and 
will  be  known  as  the  Ludlow  and  Willink  Hall. 

It  is  in  view  of  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  of  the  general 
favor  with  which  it  has  been  received  by  the  Diocese,  shown 
in  the  disposition  to  send  young  men  to  Annandale  to  prepare 
for  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  in  view  also  of  its 
proving  one  of  the  most  economical  and  successful  means  of 
educating  young  men  for  the  ministry,  that  the  trustees,  at  a 
recent  meeting,  resolved  to  appeal  to  the  Church  for  at  least 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
additional  buildings  for  students  and  professors,  and  in  part 
for  the  endowment  of  the  College.* 

*  The  Bishop,  in  referring  to  the  College,  in  his  address  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1865,  said  :  "  Another  College  building,  for  students' 
rooms  and  other  important  uses,  is  urgently  required  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  young  men  seeking  admission.  I  am  not  without  hope  that 
some  devout  churchman  will  soon  be  found,  who  will  take  pleasure 
in  supplying  that  much  needed  addition  to  a  most  admirable  institu- 
tion." And  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1867,  he  said  :  "  Many 
a  promising  young  man,  destined  to  be  launched  into  the  business  of  the 
world,  might  be  saved  to  the  sacred  ministry  by  the  appropriation  of 
a  moderate  sum.  Surely  if  we  sympathize  with  the  noble  aspirations 
of  these  young  men,  if  we  feel  that  such  opportunities  of  adding  to  the 
ranks  of  the  ministry  should  not  be  lost  in  this  time  of  the  Church's 
great  need,  our  duty  is  plain.  Let  there  be  a  Church  training  College, 
where  under  the  safest  and  best  social  and  religious  influences  they 
may  obtain  their  academical  education  without  money  and  without 
price ;  and  let  there  be  a  provision  for  their  support,  while  they 
remain  within  its  walls.  I  need  scarcely  remind  you  that  St.  Stephen's 
Training  College,  Annandale,  is  such  an  Institution.  It  receives 
young  men  who  are  desirous  to  prepare  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church, 
and  provides  them  with  gratuitous  instruction.  And  moreover  they 
are  furnished,  when  it  is  absolutely  necessary,  with  the  means  of 
support  during  the  time  of  their  continuance  there.  But  that  Insti- 
tution lacks  accommodation  for  all  who  apply  for  admission.     It  is 
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Only  the  south  wing  of  the  main  College  building  has  yet 
been  erected.  And  this  is  now  incapable  of  accommodating 
the  students  who  are  already  at  Annandale.  Besides  there 
are  wanted  a  proper  hall  for  a  library,  and  recitation  rooms. 
The  professors  are  now  occupying  cottages  which  have  been 
generously  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  College  until  suitable 
residences  can  be  erected. 

This  is  the  first  general  appeal  which  the  College  makes  to 
the  Church.  So  far  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  and  the 
College  successfully  established,  chiefly  by  the  private  munifi- 
cence of  a  few  of  the  trustees,  and  by  the  Society  for  the 
Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning.  The  trustees  are  not, 
therefore,  appealing  to  the  Church  for  aid  to  rescue  the  Col- 
lege from  debt,  for  it  owes  nothing.  They  have  simply  come 
forward  and  established  successfully  an  Institution  which  the 
Church  called  for.  It  remains  now  for  the  liberal  churchmen 
of  the  Diocese  to  furnish  the  means  to  enable  it  to  meet  all  the 
demands  that  are  made  upon  it,  and  to  receive  all  the  students 
that  are  sent  to  it :  to  give  it  such  an  endowment,  that  it  may 
continue  to  carry  on  its  work  and  be  a  blessing  to  the  Church 
for  generations  to  come. 

The  Bishop  has  addressed  the  following  pastoral  letter  to  the 
Diocese  concerning  the  wauts  of  the  College : 

now  full.  Applicants  have  to  be  refused.  An  additional  College 
building  is  required  ;  and  it  seems  tome  that  the  Laity  of  this  Diocese 
can  hardly  do  a  more  useful  thing  for  the  Church  than  to  provide  the 
means  of  augmenting  its  ministry  by  so  enlarging  the  accommoda- 
tions of  that  training  College  that  no  worthy  young  man  shall  be 
obliged  1<>  lie  sent  a\va\  from  its  doors." 
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To  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  At  a  recent  meeting  of  a  number  of  the 
friends  of  this  Institution,  at  the  house  of  one  of  the  city 
trustees,  I  was  requested  to  address  to  you  a  statement  and 
appeal  in  its  behalf.  I  do  so  most  cordially,  and  with  the 
earnest  hope  that  you  will  carefully  consider,  and  earnestly  lay 
to  heart,  the  facts  of  the  case..  They  are,  I  can  assure  you,  of 
a  very  serious  nature.  As  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  St.  Stephen's 
College  has  been  established  for  the  Academical  Training  and 
Religious  Culture  of  young  men  who  are  intending  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  sacred  Ministry.  Instead  of  being  thrown 
into  the  midst  of  a  large  number  of  young  persons,  such  as  are 
usually  found  in  most  of  our  colleges,  and  exposed  to  influ- 
ences which  are  often  unfavorable  to  religious  improvement, 
if  not  to  all  true  intellectual  growth,  the  students  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's form  a  religious  Society,  which  is  entirely  homogeneous, 
animated  by  one  and  the  same  spirit,  and  having  all  the  same 
high  and  sacred  aim.  The  College  is  placed  in  a  retired  and 
beautiful  position,  far  removed  from  all  distracting  and  debas- 
ing influences,  save  those  which  are  inherent  in  our  fallen 
nature.  Their  daily  worship,  their  constant  communings 
together  touching  the  great  work  for  which  they  are  preparing, 
the  instruction  they  receive,  and  the  opportunities  afforded 
them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Warden,  of  engaging  in  pious 
and  charitable  works  in  the  neighborhood,  all  contribute  to 
elevate  and  strengthen  them,  and  to  prepare  them  for  their 
future  ministry.  At  my  last  confirmation  at  Annandale,  in 
July,  a  considerable  number  of  young  and  poor  persons  were 
presented,  who  had  been  sought  out,  instructed,  encouraged, 
and   brought   forward    mainly    through    the    agency   of  these 
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young  men,  acting  together  in  a  well  organized  body.  In 
addition  to  these  religious  advantages,  an  opportunity  is 
afforded  of  giving  such  a  direction  to  the  academical  training 
and  instruction  as  will  make  it  a  fitting  preparation  for  theo- 
logical study,  and  for  ministerial  duty. 

Can  there  be  any  doubt,  dear  brethren,  that  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese  stands  greatly  in  need  of  such  a  Training  School 
for  the  sacred  ministry?  We  are  placed  in  the  very  centre 
of  influence  and  strength  in  this  great  country.  We  are 
applied  to  for  clergymen  from  all  parts  of  the  Church,  from 
Maine  to  the  Pacific.  Aggressive  forms  of  error  are  putting 
forth  stupendous  efforts  on  all  sides  of  us.  Hundreds  of  young 
men  are  being  trained  for  a  ministry  which  bodes  no  good  to 
the  souls  of  men,  or  to  the  best  interests  of  this  country.  We 
have  a  vast,  swelling  population,  rapidly  filling  up  all  our  unoc- 
cupied domain,  and  if  we  mean  to  keep  these  millions  under  the 
influence  of  saving  Truth  —  truth  that  will  save  the  individual 
and  save  the  nation  —  we  must,  with  the  help  of  God,  fill  up 
the  ranks  of  the  Ministry  abundantly  with  earnest  and  well 
trained  men  —  men  capable  of  holding  forth  the  Light  of  a  pure 
Gospel  and  a  pure  Church. 

At  present  we  are  obliged  to  send  away  applicants  for  ad- 
mission to  St.  Stephen's  for  want  of  room.  Forty  students  fill 
up  not  only  every  part  of  the  present  building,  but  also  all 
accessible  rooms  in  the  neighborhood.  Young  men  are  lost  to 
the  Ministry,  because  they  cannot  find  a  practicable  door  of 
entrance.  Through  the  munificence  of  the  founder  and  the 
liberality  of  a  few  friends,  the  College  has  already  become 
possessed  of  property  in  its  buildings,  etc.,  to  the  value  of 
nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.      But  it   needs  inimedi- 
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ately  another  College  building  for  students,  and  other  purposes, 
and  it  needs  three  houses  for  Professors,  who  are  now  subjected 
to  many  inconveniences,  and  who  would  have  no  accommoda- 
tions at  all,  but  for  the  liberality  of  the  founder  in  placing  at 
their  disposal  tenement  houses  which  he  can  ill  spare. 

Enough  has  been  done  to  show  that  St.  Stephen's  has  a 
claim  upon  the  Church  at  large.  It  is  high  time  that  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  should  recognize  that  claim.  If  we 
love  the  Truth  of  God,  and  hold  ourselves  bound  to  sustain 
and  disseminate  it,  let  us  go  to  the  fountain  head,  and  work  in 
the  most  effectual  way  in  which  we  can  work  for  Christ  and 
His  Church — through  His  ministry.  It  has  been  resolved  to 
raise,  if  possible,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars — 
twenty-five  thousand  for  a  college  building,  fifteen  thousand 
for  three  houses  for  Professors,  and  the  remainder  for  books, 
and  other  general  purposes.  I  commend  the  subject  to  the 
immediate  and  earnest  attention  of  both  clergy  and  laity.  I 
would  affectionately  recommend  the  clergy  to  press  this  appeal 
at  an  early  day  upon  their  congregations,  and  to  aid  in  secur- 
ing an  early  response.  "  Wliile  we  have  time,  let  us  do  good 
unto  all  men,  and  especially  unto  them  that  are  of  the  house- 
hold of  Faith."

Instruction  in  the  above  course  of  studies  is  intended  to 
promote  habits  of  patient  and  accurate  investigation,  while  at 
the  same  time  it  is  arranged  with  special  reference  to  the  study 
of  Theology.  The  student  who  proposes  to  enter  the  General 
Seminary,  must  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  of  Natural  Science ;  but  especially  must  he  know 
how  to  speak  the  English  tongue,  have  an  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  text  of  the  Greek  Testament,  be  skilled  in 
Ethics,  and  be  possessed  of  geographical  and  historical 
knowledge  enough  to  enter  intelligently  on  the  study  of  God's 
word. 
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PARTIAL  COURSE. 

As  St.  Stephen's  College  was  founded  to  supply  the  want, 
which  was  felt,  of  a  place  for  training  young  men  who  are  to 
take  holy  orders,  it  is  expected  that  there  will  always  be  those 
connected  with  the  College,  who  are  too  far  advanced  in  life  to 
go  through  the  whole  course.  Such  students,  therefore,  as 
have  arrived  at  maturity,  and  whose  mental  habits  are  formed, 
are  permitted  to  recite  with  any  of  the  classes,  by  which  they 
may  be  prepared  to  enter  on  the  study  of  Theology  at  the 
General  Seminary,  or  other  Divinity  School,  within  a  reasona- 
ble time.  But  as  it  is  also  one  of  the  objects  of  the  College  to 
raise  the  standard  of  clerical  education,  and  to  take  away  the 
necessity,  if  it  has  existed,  of  young  men  preparing  with  persons 
who  have  not  the  leisure  and  opportunity  to  conduct  a  course 
of  education,  it  will  be  its  earnest  wish  to  carry  all  but  the 
above  class  of  students  through  the  regular  course  of  studies 
which  are  prescribed. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

The  annual  examinations  of  all  the  classes  take  place  on 
Saturday,  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  previous  to  Com- 
mencement. There  is  also  an  examination  at  the  end  of  each 
term.  No  student,  whose  marks  fall  below  75  at  any  of  these 
examinations,  will  be  regarded  as  having  satisfactorily  sustained 
them. 
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COMMENCEMENT. 

The  next  annual  Commencement  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
July  9th,  1868.  Divine  service  will  begin  in  the  College 
Chapel  at  11  o'clock  a.  M. ;  and  the  usual  literary  exercises  of 
the  students  at  12  M. 


LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

There  are  at  present  about  1,500  volumes  in  the  Library.  A 
valuable  collection  of  Philosophical  Apparatus  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn. 


RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

St.  Stephen's  College  is  an  Academic  Body  composed  of 
religious  men  —  Trustees,  Professors,  and  Students  —  who  are 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  reli- 
gious culture  of  the  students  is  a  prominent  object.  For  this 
purpose  they  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  and  evening 
service  in  the  College  Chapel,  and  the  usual  services  on  Sunday 
under  the  pastoral  superintendence  of  the  Warden  of  the 
College. 


GROUNDS  AND  COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 

The  landed  property  of  the  College  consists  of  about  twenty 
acres  of  ground  beautifully  diversified  by  wood  and  lawn,  and 
peculiarly  well  fitted  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  stu- 
dents in  their  leisure  hours.  The  College  building  now  com- 
pleted, is  an  erection  of  stone  and  brick  100  feet  by  40,  standing 
on  elevated  ground.  It  contains  Recitation  Rooms,  Library, 
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rooms  for  students,  and  Refectory,  which  is  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  a  matron  who  resides  in  the  building.  It  is  furn- 
ished with  every  comfort  and  convenience  which  can  be  desired. 
The  College  Chapel  is  a  preeminently  beautiful  building  of 
stone,  in  which  the  students  of  the  College  and  the  children  of 
the  parochial  School  attend  service.  It  is  also  the  Parish 
Church  of  the  neighborhood,  having  been  consecrated  by  the 
name  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents. 


EXPENSES. 

Tuition  and  furnished  rooms  are  entirely  free.  The  only 
charge  for  the  academic  year  is  $225;  for  which  board,  wash- 
ing, fuel  and  lights  are  provided.  The  students  eat  at  a 
common  table,  which  is  presided  over  by  a  College  Officer. 
There  are  no  endowed  scholarships  yet  provided.  Students, 
who  are  dependent  upon  scholarships,  are  maintained  by  the 
Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning. 


VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  terms  in  the  year.  Christmas  term  begius 
October  1st,  and  ends  on  St.  John's  day.  Easter  term  begins 
New  Year's  day,  and  ends  on  Monday  in  Easter  week.  Trinity 
term  begins  the  following  Saturday  and  continues  to  Com- 
mencement, which  is  the  second  Thursday  in  July.  All 
students  are  required  to  return  to  College  so  as  to  be  ready  to 
attend  recitations  the  morning  after  term  commences.  All 
Saints'  day  is  a  recognized  holiday.  The  great  Festivals  are  spe- 
cially celebrated  at  St.  Stephen's  :  Students  cannot,  thtrefore, 
A.  excused  from  attendana  until  tht  day  after  Christmas  and 
th<  day  afti  r  EasU  r. 
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SITUATION. 

The  College  is  situated  on  the  Hudson  river,  in  the  town  of 
Red  Hook,  in  Dutchess  county,  between  Barrytown  and  Tivoli. 
It  is  easily  reached  from  Barrytown  Station,  which  is  about  2i 
miles  distant.  It  may  be  reached  also  from  Tivoli,  at  which 
station  the  express  trains  stop.  The  post  office  address  is 
Annandale,  N.  Y.     Telegraph  office  at  Barrytown,  N.  Y. 


SOCIETIES. 

The  following  societies  are  recognized  by  the  College  authori- 
ties—the Eulexian,  and  the  Missionary  Society. 

The  Eulexian  Society  was  organized  in  1860.  The  meetings 
are  held  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  The  exercises 
consist  of  declamation,  composition,  and  debate. 

The  Missionary  Society  was  organized  in  1864.  Its  purpose 
is  to  encourage  a  missionary  spirit  among  the  students,  and  to 
furnish  means  of  obtaining  missionary  intelligence.  The 
meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  each  month. 

The  anniversary  of  this  Society  is  celebrated  with  divine 
service  in  the  College  Chapel  the  evening  before  Commence- 
ment. The  sermon  at  the  last  anniversary,  1867,  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  William  Croswell  Doane,  D.D.,  rector  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Albany.

ST.  STEPHEN'S  COLLEGE. 


The  want  which  was  felt  of  such  an  institution  as  St. 
Stephen's  College  first  found  expression  in  the  report  of  the 
Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.D.,  superintendent  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  who  said  to  the  Convention  in  1856,  that  the  sinallness 
of  the  number  of  candidates  for  orders  "  arises  from  the  want 
in  our  Diocese  of  some  church  institution  or  training  school, 
in  which,  as  a  nursery  for  the  ministry,  the  destitute  sons  of 
our  poorer  clergy  might  find  a  home  under  church  influences, 
as  well  as  the  sons  of  zealous  laymen  —  a  church  school  leading 
to  the  ministry,  adequately  endowed,  Episcopally  governed,  and 
annually  reporting  to  the  Convention  its  condition  and  its 
progress." 

Bishop  Potter,  in  his  address  to  the  same  Convention,  said : 
"  One  of  the  urgent  wants  of  the  Diocese  is  a  Church  Training 
School  to  take  charge  of  hopeful  youth  from  a  very  early  age, 
and,  by  faithful,  intellectual  and  religious  culture,  to  prepare 
them  for  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  'Without  money 
and  without  price,'  it  should  afford  shelter  and  nurture  to  the 
sons  of  deceased  clergymen ;  and  by  its  economy,  and  wise  and 
earnest  training,  it  should  be  capable  of  raising  up  men  of 
simple  habits  and  fervent  hearts,  who  will  shrink  from  no  toil, 
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from  no  self-denial;  and  who,  'by  manifestation  of  the  truth, 
will  commend  themselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight 
of  God.'  I  commend  the  object  to  your  serious  consideration 
and  prayers." 

At  the  same  period  some  students  were  under  the  super- 
vision and  training  of  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Annandale.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Bishop,  this  became  the  foundation  of  the 
Training  School. 

In  1859  several  clergymen  and  laymen,  chiefly  at  the  instance 
of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  met 
to  organize  such  an  institution  as  had  been  declared  to  be  a 
necessity  in  the  Diocese.  An  application  was  made  through 
the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn  to  the  Legislature  for  a  charter. 
Through  the  zeal  of  this  gentleman  an  act  of  incorporation  was 
obtained,  granting  full  collegiate  powers,  with  all  the  security 
and  supervision  which  the  Church  could  ask. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work,  Mr.  John  Bard 
gave  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  plot  of  ground,  which  has 
since  been  increased  to  about  twenty  acres  j  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Innocents  as  a  College  Chapel;  and  the  Parish  School 
House. 

In  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1859  the  College  was  recog- 
nized as  a  Diocesan  Institution  by  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recognizes  the  Training 
School  and  College  at  Annandale,  as  a  Diocesan  Institution,  and 
worthy  of  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  churchmen. 
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The  trustees  organized  under  their  charter,  April  11th,  1860, 
and  appointed  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  M.  A.,  Warden,  by 
which  title  the  head  of  the  College  was  to  be  known.  At  the 
same  time  provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  College 
building.  This  building  was  completed  the  following  Christ- 
mas, and  was  furnished  with  everything  necessary  for  the 
comfort  of  the  students  by  the  liberality  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Messrs.  Bard  and  Aspinwall.  It  is  by  the 
generous  contributions  of  these  two  gentlemen,  and  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  that  the  salaries 
of  the  Professors  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  College  have 
been  paid. 

The  present  Warden,  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Fairbairn,  D.D.,  who 
had  been  connected  with  the  College  the  previous  year  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  was  appointed 
in  1863.  The  growth  of  the  College,  in  its  resources  and  in 
the  number  of  its  students,  has  been  steady  and  sure.  It  has 
commended  itself  to  the  general  favor  of  the  Diocese.  Of  the 
sixty-two  young  men  who  are  now  enrolled  as  its  students, 
nearly  all  are  expecting  to  become  candidates  for  orders. 
Seventeen  have  completed  their  classical  course  and  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Others  have  pursued  the 
preparatory  studies  for  entrance  to  the  General  Theological 
Seminary.  Several  are  now  in  orders;  one  is  a  missionary  at 
Salt  Lake  city;  one  has  accompanied  the  Rev.  Dr.  Breck  to 
the  Pacific  mission;  others  are  engaged  in  parish  work,  or 
are  students  of  the  General  Seminary. 

The  Bishop,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1864,  in 
exhibiting  the  work,  which  had  been  done  during  the  ten  years 
of  his   Episcopate,  named,  among  other   Church  Institutions, 
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St.  Stephen's  College,  "  designed  for  the  preliminary  care  and 
training  of  young  men  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  Sacred 
Ministry.  This  Institution  is  entirely  a  new  creation  within 
the  last  ten  years.  It  is  already  provided  with  an  admirable 
College  building,  and  with  a  costly  and  beautiful  Church  or 
Chapel.  Some  of  its  pupils  are  already  in  the  ministry.  Its 
halls  are  crowded  with  students,  and  I  think,  those  who  were 
present  at  the  examinations  and  at  the  public  exercises  at  the 
Commencement  in  July  last,  will  concur  with  me  in  the  opinion 
that  St.  Stephen's  only  requires  adequate  room  for  its  incoming 
students,  and  adequate  means  of  support  for  its  instructors,  and 
for  such  young  men  as  shall  need  it,  to  make  it  one  of  the 
most  useful  institutions  of  the  Church  in  all  this  country.  Let 
us  pray  that  some  of  our  large-hearted  laymen  may  be  moved 
to  render  it  that  effectual  aid  which  would  cost  them  so  little, 
and  which  would  make  it  so  priceless  a  blessing  to  the  ministry 
and  Church  of  Grod." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar,  in  the  report  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  congratulated  the 
Diocesan  Convention  "  on  the  rising  reputation  of  this 
Church  Institution,  as  affording  to  the  Church  what  it  had 
till  then  wanted — College  teaching  and  Church  training, 
thoroughly  united  and  mutually  operating  in  fitting  for  the 
ministry." 

So  far  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  and  the  College  success- 
fully established  chiefly  by  the  private  munificence  of  a  few 
of  the  Trustees,  and  by  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Re- 
ligion and  Learning.  The  Bishop  said  in  his  address  to  the 
Convention  of  1865  : 
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"  Another   College  building,  for   students'  rooms  and  other 
important  uses,  is  urgently  required  for  the  accommodation  of 
young  men  seeking  admission.     I  am  not  without  hope  that 
some  devout  churchman  will  soon  be  found,  who  will  take  plea- 
sure in  supplying  that  much  needed  addition  to  a  most  admira- 
ble institution."     And  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1867, 
he    said:     "Many  a    promising  young   man,  destined   to   be 
launched  into  the  business  of  the  world,  might  be  saved  to  the 
sacred  ministry  by  the  appropriation  of  a  moderate  sum.     Surely, 
if  we  sympathize  with  the  noble  aspirations  of  these  young  men, 
if  we  feel  that  such  opportunities  of  adding  to  the  ranks  of  the 
ministry  should  not  be  lost  in  this  time  of  the  Church's  great 
need,  our  duty  is  plain.     Let  there  be  a  Church  training  Col- 
lege, where  under  the  safest  and  best  social  and  religious  in- 
fluences they  may  obtain   their  academical  education  without 
money  and  without  price ;  and  let  there  be  a  provision  for  their 
support,  while  they  remain  within  its  walls.     I  need  scarcely 
remind  you  that  St.  Stephen's  Training  College,  Annandale,  is 
such  an  Institution.     It  receives  young  men  who  are  desirous 
to  prepare  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  and  provides  them 
with  gratuitous  instruction.     And  moreover  they  are  furnished, 
when  it   is  absolutely  necessary,  with  the   means  of  support 
during  the  time  of  their  continuance  there.     But  that  Insti- 
tution lacks  accommodation    for  all  who  apply  for   admission. 
It  is  now  full.     Applicants  have  to  be  refused.     An  additional 
College  building  is  required ;  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Laity 
of  this  Diocese   can   hardly  do  a  more  useful  thing  for  the 
Church  than  to  provide  the  means  of  augmenting  its  ministry 
by  so  enlarging  the  accommodations  of  that  training  College 
that  no  worthy  young  man  shall  be  obliged  to  be  sent  away 
from  its  doors." 
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Notwithstanding  a  building  was  erected  during  the  past  year 
for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  students,  it  is  still  very  de- 
sirable that  the  north  wing  of  the  College  should  be  provided 
for.  Houses  for  the  Professors  are  greatly  needed.  They  are 
now  occupying  cottages  generously  put  at  the  disposal  of  the 
College  until  suitable  residences  can  be  erected.

Instruction  in  the  above  course  of  studies  is  intended  to 
promote  habits  of  patient  and  accurate  investigation,  while  at 
the  same  time  it  is  arranged  with  special  reference  to  the  study 
of  theology.  The  student  who  proposes  to  enter  the  General 
Seminary,  must  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  of  Natural  Science ;  but  especially  must  he  know 
how  to  speak  the  English  tongue,  have  an  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  text  of  the  Greek  Testament,  be  skilled  in 
Ethics,  and  be  possessed  of  geographical  and  historical 
knowledge  enough  to  enter  intelligently  on  the  study  of  God's 
word. 
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PREPARATORY  COURSE  FOR  CANDI- 
DATES FOR  ORDERS. 

An  opportunity  is  afforded  to  students,  who  do  not  intend  to 
pursue  the  regular  course  of  study  for  a  degree,  but  who  wish 
to  become  candidates  for  orders,  of  reciting  with  such  classes  as 
will  prepare  them  for  an  examination  on  the  subjects  prescribed 
by  the  canons  of  the  Church,  viz  :  "  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral 
Philosophy,  Rhetoric,  the  Greek  Testament,  and  the  Latin 
Tongue."  Such  a  course  will  require  two  or  three  years  accord- 
ing to  the  previous  preparation  of  the  student.  Those  who 
satisfactorily  sustain  the  examination  will  be  furnished  with  a 
certificate  to  that  effect. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

The  standing  of  students  is  determined  entirely  by  an  exa- 
mination, conducted  by  means  of  written  questions.  There  is 
an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  term  in  Latin  and  Greek,  in 
Natural,  Mental,  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  Logic, 
Rhetoric,  Hebrew  and  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
only  when  the  book  or  study  has  been  completed.  No  student 
marked  below  75  is  regarded  as  having  sustained  his  examina- 
tion, and  will  not  be  recommended  for  a  degree  until  all  the 
required  examinations  are  sustained. 
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COMMENCEMENT. 

The  next  annual  Commencement  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
July  8th,  1869.  Divine  service  will  begin  in  the  College  Cha- 
pel at  11  o'clock  a.  M.  j  and  the  usual  literary  exercises  of  the 
students  at  12  M. 

LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

There  are  at  present  about  1.700  volumes  in  the  Library.  A 
valuable  collection  of  Philosophical  Apparatus  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn. 


RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

St.  Stephen's  College  is  an  Academic  Body  composed  of  reli- 
gious men  —  Trustees,  Professors,  and  Students  —  who  are 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  reli- 
gious culture  of  the  students  is  a  prominent  object.  For  this 
purpose  they  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  and  evening 
service  in  the  College  Chapel,  and  the  usual  services  on  Sunday 
under  the  pastoral  superintendence  of  the  Warden  of  the 
College. 


GROUNDS  AND  COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 

The  landed  property  of  the  College  consists  of  about  twenty 
acres  of  ground  beautifully  diversified  by  wood  and  lawn,  and 
peculiarly  well  fitted  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  stu- 
dents in  their  leisure  hours. 
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The  College  Chapel  is  a  preeminently  beautiful  building  of 
stone,  in  which  the  students  of  the  College  and  the  children  of 
the  Parish  School  attend  service  morning  and  evening.  It  is 
also  the  parish  church  of  the  neighborhood,  having  been 
consecrated  in  1860,  by  the  name  of  the  church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents.     It  is  the  gift  of  John  Bard,  Esq.,  of  Annandale. 

The  south  wing  was  erected  in  1861.  It  is  seventy-five  feet 
by  forty,  standing  on  elevated  ground.  It  contains  recitation 
rooms,  library,  rooms  for  twenty-eight  students,  and  refectory, 
which  is  under  the  superintendence  of  a  matron  who  resides  in 
the  building. 

During  the  summer  vacation  of  1868,  a  building  seventy  feet 
by  thirty-eight  was  erected.  It  contains  accommodations  for 
twenty-six  students  and  for  a  College  officer,  and  also  recitation 
rooms. 

The  Ludlow  and  Willink  Hall,  a  substantial  building  of 
stone,  was  begun  in  1866  and  will  be  completed  duriDg  the  pre- 
sent year.  It  is  intended  as  a  residence  for  the  Warden  of  the 
College.  It  also  contains  a  spacious  hall  for  public  purposes. 
This  is  a  memorial  gift  of  Elizabeth  Ludlow  and  her  sister 
Mrs.  Willink  of  New  York. 


EXPENSES. 

Tuition  and  furnished  rooms  are  entirely  free.  The  only 
charge  for  the  academic  year  is  $225;  for  which  board,  wash- 
ing, fuel  and  lights  are  provided.  The  students  eat  at  a  com- 
mon table,  which  is  presided  over  by  a  College  oflicer.  There 
are  no  endowed  scholarships  yet  provided.  Students,  who  are 
dependent  upon  scholarships,  are  maintained  by  the  Society  for 
Promoting  Religion  and  Learning. 
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VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  terms  in  the  year.  Christmas  term  begins 
October  1st,  and  ends  on  St.  John's  day.  Easter  term  begins 
New  Year's  day,  and  ends  on  Monday  in  Easter  week.  Trinity 
term  begins  the  following  Saturday  and  continues  to  Commence- 
ment, which  is  the  second  Thursday  in  July.  All  students  are 
required  to  return  to  College  so  as  to  be  ready  to  attend  recita- 
tions the  morning  after  term  commences.  The  failure  to  do  so 
will  subject  the  student  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  or  more.  The 
great  festivals  are  specially  celebrated  at  St.  Stephen's;  Stu- 
dents cannot,  therefore,  be  excused  from  attendance  until  the  day 
after  Christmas  and  the  day  after  Easter. 


SITUATION. 

The  College  is  situated  on  the  Hudson  river,  in  the  town  of 
Red  Hook,  in  Dutchess  county,  between  Barrytown  and  Tivoli. 
It  is  easily  reached  from  Barrytown  Station,  which  is  about  2J 
miles  distant.  It  may  be  reached  also  from  Tivoli,  at  which 
station  the  express  trains  stop.  The  post  office  address  is 
Annandale,  N.  Y.     Telegraph  office  at  Barrytown,  N.  Y. 


SOCIETIES. 

The  following  societies  are  recognized  by  the  College  authori- 
ties— the  Eulexian,  the  Kappa  Gamma  Chi,  the  Mission- 
ary Society,  and  the  St.  Peter's  Brotherhood. 
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The  Eulexian  Society  was  organized  in  1860,  and  the  Kappa 
Gamma  Chi  in  1868.  The  meetings  are  held  on  Friday  even- 
ing of  each  week.  The  exercises  consist  of  declamation,  compo- 
sition, and  debate. 

The  Missionary  Society  was  organized  in  1864.  Its  purpose 
is  to  encourage  a  missionary  spirit  among  the  students,  and  to 
furnish  means  of  obtaining  missionary  intelligence.  The  meet- 
ings are  held  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  each  month. 

The  anniversary  of  this  Society  is  celebrated  with  divine  ser- 
vice in  the  College  Chapel  the  evening  before  Commencement. 
At  the  last  anniversary,  1868,  addresses  were  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  P.  Williams,  of  Boston,  and  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Post  of  Briar 
Cliff,  N.  Y. 

The  St.  Peter's  Brotherhood  is  an  association  devoted  to  reli- 
gious and  charitable  works,  under  the  direction  of  the  Warden 
of  the  College,  among  the  persons  who  attend  the  Chapel  as 
their  parish  church.

HONORS. 

Prizes  are  given  at  Commencement  for  superior  scholarship 
at  the  daily  recitations. 

A  prize  has  been  instituted  by  the  Convocation  of  the  Alumni 
to  be  given  to  the  student  who  shall  sustain  the  best  examina- 
tion in  Hellenistic  Greek. 
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The  Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.  D.,  left  one  thousand  dollars, 
the  income  of  which  is  to  be  given  as  an  "annual  prize  in 
money,  or  a  medal,  or  otherwise  as  the  Warden  shall  determine, 
to  the  scholar  of  the  graduating  class  who,  intending  to  enter 
the  ministry  of  the  Church,  shall  excel  in  elocution." 

The  member  of  the  graduating  class,  whose  marks  for  his 
whole  college  course  are  the  highest,  provided  they  average  at 
least  95,  is  designated  on  the  College  Catalogue  primus :  and 
the  one  whose  marks  are  next  below,  provided  they  average  at 
least  90,  is  designated  secundus.

ST.  STEPHEN'S  COLLEGE 


The  want  which  was  felt  of  such  an  institution  as  St. 
Stephen's  College  first  found  expression  in  the  report  of  the 
Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.D.,  superintendent  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  who  said  to  the  Convention  in  1856,  that  the  smallness 
of  the  number  of  candidates  for  orders  "  arises  from  the  want 
in  our  Diocese  of  some  church  institution  or  training  school, 
in  which,  as  a  nursery  for  the  ministry,  the  destitute  sons  of 
our  poorer  clergy  might  find  a  home  under  church  influences, 
as  well  as  the  sons  of  zealous  laymen  —  a  church  school  leading 
to  the  ministry,  adequately  endowed,  Episcopally  governed,  and 
annually  reporting  to  the  Convention  its  condition  and  its 
progress/' 

Bishop  Potter,  in  his  address  to  the  same  Convention,  said : 
"  One  of  the  urgent  wants  of  the  Diocese  is  a  Church  Training 
School  to  take  charge  of  hopeful  youth  from  a  very  early  age, 
and,  by  faithful,  intellectual  and  religious  culture,  to  prepare 
them  for  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  '  Without  money 
and  without  price/  it  should  afford  shelter  and  nurture  to  the 
sons  of  deceased  clergymen ;  and  by  its  economy,  and  wise  and 
earnest  training,  it  should  be  capable  of  raising  up  men  of 
simple  habits  and  fervent  hearts,  who  will  shrink  from  no  toil, 
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from  no  self-denial ;  and  who,  £  by  manifestation  of  the  truth, 
will  commend  themselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight 
of  God/  I  commend  the  object  to  your  serious  consideration 
and  prayers." 

At  the  same  period  some  students  were  under  the  super- 
vision and  training  of  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Annandale.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Bishop,  this  became  the  foundation  of  the 
Training  School. 

In  1859  several  clergymen  and  laymen,  chiefly  at  the  instance 
of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  met 
to  organize  such  an  institution  as  had  been  declared  to  be  a 
necessity  in  the  Diocese.  An  application  was  made  through 
the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn  to  the  Legislature  for  a  charter. 
Through  the  zeal  of  this  gentleman  an  act  of  incorporation  was 
obtained,  granting  full  collegiate  powers,  with  all  the  security 
and  supervision  which  the  Church  could  ask. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work,  Mr.  John  Bard 
gave  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  plot  of  ground,  which  has 
since  been  increased  to  about  twenty  acres ;  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Innocents  as  a  College  Chapel;  and  the  Parish  School 
House. 

In  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1859  the  College  was  recog- 
nized as  a  Diocesan  Institution  by  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recognizes  the  Training 
School  ;i nd  College  at  Annandale,  aa  a  Diocesan  Institution,  and 
worthy  of  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  ohurohmen. 
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The  trustees  organized  under  their  charter,  April  11th,  1860, 
and  appointed  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  M.  A.,  Warden,  by 
which  title  the  head  of  the  College  was  to  be  known.  At  the 
same  time  provision  was  make  for  the  erection  of  a  College 
building.  This  building  was  completed  the  following  Christ- 
mas, and  was  furnished  with  everything  necessary  for  the 
comfort  of  the  students  by  the  liberality  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Messrs.  Bard  ana  Aspinwall.  It  is  by  the 
generous  contributions  of  these  two  gentlemen,  and  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  that  the  salaries 
of  the  Professors  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  College  have 
been  paid. 

The  present  Warden,  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Fairbairn,  D.D.,  who 
had  been  connected  with  the  College  the  previous  year  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  was  appointed 
in  1863.  The  growth  of  the  College,  in  its  resources  and  in 
the  number  of  its  students,  has  been  steady  and  sure.  It  has 
commended  itself  to  the  general  favor  of  the  Diocese.  Of  the 
seventy  young  men  who  are  now  enrolled  as  its  students, 
nearly  all  are  expecting  to  become  candidates  for  orders. 
Twenty-seven  have  completed  their  classical  course  and  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Others  have  pursued  the 
prepartory  studies  for  entrance  to  the  General  Theological 
Seminary.  Several  are  now  in  orders ;  one  is  a  missionary  at 
Salt  Lake  city ;  one  has  accompanied  the  Rev.  Dr.  Breck  to 
the  Pacific  mission ;  others  are  engaged  in  parish  work,  or 
are  students  of  the  General  Seminary. 

The  Bishop,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1864,  in 
exhibiting  the  work,  which  had  been  done  during  the  ten  years 
of  his  Episcopate,   named,  among  other    Church  Institutions, 
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St.  Stephen's,  College  "  designed  for  the  preliminary  care  and 
training  of  young  men  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  Sacred 
Ministry.  This  Institution  is  entirely  a  new  creation  within 
the  last  ten  years.  It  is  already  provided  with  an  admirable 
College  building,  and  with  a  costly  and  beautiful  Church  or 
Chapel.  Some  of  its  pupils  are  already  in  the  ministry.  Its 
halls  are  crowded  with  students,  and  I  think,  those  who  were 
present  at  the  examination^  and  at  the  public  exercises  at  the 
Commencement  in  July  last,  will  concur  with  me  in  the  opinion 
that  St.  Stephen's  only  requires  adequate  room  for  its  incoming 
students,  and  adequate  means  of  support  for  its  instructors,  and 
for  such  young  men  as  shall  need  it,  to  make  it  one  of  the 
most  useful  institutions  of  the  Church  in  all  this  country.  Let 
us  pray  that  some  of  our  large-hearted  laymen  may  be  moved 
to  render  it  that  effectual  aid  which  would  cost  them  so  little, 
and  which  would  make  it  so  priceless  a  blessing  to  the  ministry 
and  Church  of  God/' 

The  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar,  in  the  reports  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  congratulated  the 
Diocesan  Convention  "  on  the  rising  reputation  of  this  Church 
Institution,  as  affording  to  the  Church  what  it  had  till  then 
wanted  —  College  teaching  and  Church  training,  thoroughly 
united  and  mutually  operating  in  fitting  for  the  ministry." 

So  far  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  and  the  College  success- 
fully established  chiefly  by  the  private  munificence  of  a  few 
of  the  Trustees,  and  by  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Re- 
ligion and  Learning. 

The  Bishop  said  in  his  address  to  the  Convention,  1869: 
"  St.  Stephen's  Training  College,  An  nan  dale,  is  outrunning 
the  anticipations  of  its  most  sanguine  friends.      During  the 
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past  year  it  contained  upwards  of  sixty  students,  all  con- 
firmed, all  communicants,  all  looking  forward  to  the  sacred 
ministry  of  the  Church,  unless  we  except  two  or  three  young 
men  who  had  not  yet  finally  announced  their  determination. 
The  present  collegiate  year  will  open  with  upwards  of  seventy 
students,  the  college  buildings  and  every  house  in  the  neigh- 
borhood which  the  Warden  could  obtain  the  use  of,  being  filled 
to  their  utmost  capacity.  Applications  for  admission  are 
obliged  to  be  held  in  suspense  or  denied.  In  the  meantime 
the  character  of  the  institution  has  been  rapidly  rising.  The 
last  annual  Commencement  bore  striking  and  most  gratifying 
testimony  to  the  scholarship,  the  tone  of  thinking,  and  the 
intellectual  ability  developed  under  the  system  of  instruction 
and  training  there  employed,  while  the  moral  and  religious 
spirit  of  that  large  body  of  young  men,  all  animated  with  the 
same  high  aims,  bound  together  by  common  sympathies  and 
warm  fraternal  affections,  as  they  pursued  their  studies  and 
their  pastimes  amid  the  most  lovely  scenes  of  nature,  served  to 
complete  a  picture  which  must  have  touched  the  heart  of  every 
earnest  Christian  beholder.  It  cannot  be  long  before  the 
Church,  to  a  wide  extent,  will  recognize  the  high  character  and 
the  great  importance  of  St.  Stephen's  College.  It  cannot  be  long 
before  some  of  our  men  of  wealth  will  esteem  it  a  privilege  and 
an  honor  to  contribute  to  the  permanent  endowment  of  such  an 
institution.  *  *  *  *  It  will  not  be  creditable 
to  the  Church  at  large,  if  it  shall  long  continue  to  leave  one  of 
the  most  faultless  and  invaluable  Seminaries  of  the  Church  in 
this  country  to  the  support  of  a  few  munificent  individuals,  or 
allow  its  usefulness  to  be  limited  by  the  narrowness  of  its  means.

Frequent  exercises  in  Reading,  Declamation,  and  Composi- 
tion; and  recitations  in  Land-marks  of  History  throughout 
the  year. 

Instruction  in  the  above  course  of  studies  is  intended  to 
promote  habits  of  patient  and  accurate  investigation,  while  at 
the  same  time  it  is  arranged  with  special  reference  to  the  study 
of  theology.  The  student  who  proposes  to  enter  the  General 
Seminary,  must  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  of  Natural  Science  j  but  especially  must  he  know 
how  to  speak  the  English  tongue,  have  an  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  text  of  the  Greek  Testament,  be  skilled  in 
Ethics,  and  be  possessed  of  geographical  and  historical 
knowledge  enough  to  enter  intelligently  on  the  study  of  God's 
word. 
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PREPARATORY  COURSE  FOR  CANDI- 
DATES FOR  ORDERS. 

An  opportunity  is  afforded  to  students,  who  do  not  intend  to 
pursue  the  regular  course  of  study  for  a  degree,  but  who  wish 
to  become  candidates  for  orders,  of  reciting  with  such  classes  as 
will  prepare  thein  for  an  examination  on  the  subjects  prescribed 
by  the  canons  of  the  Church,  viz  :  "  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral 
Philosphy,  Rhetoric,  the  Greek  Testament,  and  the  Latin 
Tongue. "  Such  a  course  will  require  two  or  three  years  accord- 
ing to  the  previous  preparation  of  the  student.  Those  who 
satisfactorily  sustain  the  examination  will  be  furnished  with  a 
certificate  to  that  effect. 


EXAMINATION'S. 

The  standing  of  students  is  determined  entirely  by  an  exa- 
mination, conducted  by  means  of  written  questions.  There  is 
an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  term  in  Latin  and  Greek,  in 
Natural,  Mental,  and  Moral  Philosophy,  iVstronomy,  Logic, 
Rhetoric,  Hebrew  and  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
only  when  the  book  or  study  has  been  completed.  No  student 
marked  below  75  is  regarded  as  having  sustained  his  examina- 
tion, and  will  not  be  recommended  for  a  degree  until  all  the 
required  examinations  are  sustained. 
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0 
COMMENCEMENT. 

The  next  annual  Commencement  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
July  7th,  1870.  Divine  service  will  begin  in  the  College  Cha- 
pel at  11  oclock  a.  m.  j  and  the  usual  literary  exercises  of  the 
students  at  12  M. 


LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

There  are  at  present  about  1,800  volumes  in  the  Library.  A 
valuable  collection  of  Philosophical  Apparatus  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn. 


RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

St.  Stephen's  College  is  an  Academic  Body  composed  of  reli- 
gious men  —  Trustees,  Professors,  and  Students — who  are 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  reli- 
gious culture  of  the  students  is  a  prominent  object.  For  this 
purpose  they  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  and  evening 
ervice  in  the  College  Chapel,  and  the  usual  services  on  Sunday 
under  the  pastoral  superintendence  of  the  Warden  of  the 
College. 


GROUNDS  AND  COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 

The  landed  property  of  the  College  consists  of  about  twenty 
acres  of  ground  beautifully  diversified  by  wood  and  lawn,  and 
peculiarly  well  fitted  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  stu- 
dents in  their  leisure  hours. 
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The  College  Chapel  is  a  j^Hminently  beautiful" building  of 
stone,  in  which  the  students  of  the  College  and  the  children  of 
the  Parish  Scnool  attend  service  morning  an4  evening.  It  is 
also  the  parish  church  of  the  neighborhood,  having  been 
consecrated  in  1860,  by  the  name  of  the  church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents.     It  is  the  gift  of  John  Bard,  Bfcq.,  of  ^Itnandale. 

The  south  wing  was  erected  in  1861.  It  is  seventy-five  feet 
by  forty,  standing  on  elevated  ground.  It  contains  recitation 
rooms,  library,  rooms  for  twenty-eigh^Ltudents,  and  refectory, 
which  is  under  the  superintendence  of  a  matron  who  resides  in 
the  building.  \ 

During  the  summer  vacation  of  1868,  a  ouilding  seventy  f^t 
by  thirty-eight  was  erected.  It  contains  accommodations  for 
twenty-six  students  and  for  a  College  officer,  and  also  recitation 
rooms. 

The  Ludlow  and  Willink  Hall,  a  substantial  building  of 
stone,  is  intended  as  a  residence  for  the  Warden  of  the  College. 
It  also  contains  a  spacious  hall  for  public  purposes.  This  is  a 
memorial  gift  of  Elizabeth  Ludlow  and  her  sister  Mrs.  Willink 
of  New  York. 


EXPENSES. 

Tuition  and  furnished  rooms  are  entirely  free.  The  only 
charge  for  the  academic  year  is  $225,  payable  half  yearly  in 
advance,  Jfl  l^wiard,  washing,  fuel  and  lights  are  provided. 
The  studeH  ■oumoii  table,  which  is  preside^  over  by 

a  College  officer!^Tnere  are  no  endowed  scholarships  yet  pro- 
vided. Students  who  are  dependent  upon  scholarships,  are 
maintained  by  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning. 
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m 

VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  terms  in  the  year.  Christmas  term  begins 
October  1st,  and  ends  on  St.  John's  day.  Eastern  term  begins 
New  Years's  glay,  and  -ends  on  Monday  in  Easter  week.  Trinity 
term  begins  the  following  Saturday  and  continues  to  Commence- 
ment, which  is  the  second  Thursday  in  July.  All  students  are 
required  to  return  to  College  so  as  to  be  ready  to  attend  recita- 
tions the  morning  after  term  commences.  The  failure  to  do  so 
will  subject  the  student  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  or  more.  The 
great  festivals  are  specially  celebrated  at  St.  Stephen's;  Stu- 
dents  cannot,  therefore,  be  excused  from  attendance  until  the  day 
after  Christmas  and  the  day  after  Easter. 


SITUATION. 

The  College  is  situated  on  the  Hudson  river,  in  the  town  of 
Red  Hook,  in  Dutchess  country,  between  Barrytown  and  Tivoli. 
It  is  easily  reached  from  Barrytown  Station,  which  is  about  2£ 
miles  distant.  It  may  be  reached  also  from  Tivoli,  at  which 
station  the  express  trains  stop.  The  post  office  address  is 
Annandale,  N.  Y.     Telegraph  office  at  Barrytown,  N.  Y. 


SOCIETIES.  w 

The  following  societies  are  recognized  by  the  College  authori- 
ties —  the  Eulexian,  the  Kappa  Gamma  Chi  the  Mission- 
ary Society,  and  the  St.  Peter's  Brotherhood. 
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The  Eulexian  Society  was  organized  in  1860,  and  the  Kappa 
Gamma  Chi  in  1868.  The  meetings  are  held  Friday  even- 
ing of  each  week.  The  exercises  consist  of  declamation,  compo- 
sition, and  debate. 

The  Missionary  Society  was  organized  in  1864.  Its  purpose 
is  to  encourage  a  missionary  spirit  among  the  students,  and  to 
furnish  means  of  obtaining  missionary  intelligence.  The  meet- 
ings are  held  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  each  month. 

The  anniversary  of  this  Society  is  celebrated  with  divine  ser- 
vice in  the  College  Chapel  the  evening  before  Commencement. 
At  the  the  last  anniversary,  1869,  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  Southgate 
D.D.,  preached  the  sermon. 

The  St.  Peter's  Brotherhood  is  an  association  devoted  to  reli- 
gious and  charitable  works,  under  the  direction  of  the  Warden 
of  the  College,  among  the  persons  who  attend  the  Chapel  as 
their  parish  church.

ST.  STEPHEN'S  COLLEGE. 


The  want  which  was  felt  of  such  an  institution  as  St. 
Stephen's  College  first  found  expression  in  the  report  of  the 
Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.J).,  superintendent  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  who  said  to  the  Convention  in  1856,  that  the  smallness 
of  the  number  of  candidates  for  orders  "  arises  from  the  want 
in  our  Diocese  of  some  church  institution  or  training  school, 
in  which,  as  a  nursery  for  the  ministry,  the  destitute  sons  of 
our  poorer  clergy  might  find  a  home  under  church  influences, 
as  well  as  the  sons  of  zealous  laymen  —  a  church  school  leading 
to  the  ministry,  adequately  endowed,  Episcopally  governed,  and 
annually  reporting  to  the  Convention  its  condition  and  its 
progress." 

Bishop  Potter,  in  his  address  to  the  same  Convention,  said  : 
"  One  of  the  urgent  wants  of  the  Diocese  is  a  Church  Training 
School  to  take  charge  of  hopeful  youth  from  a  very  early  age, 
and,  by  faithful,  intellectual  and  religious  culture,  to  prepare 
them  for  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  '  Without  money 
and  without  price/  it  should  afford  shelter  and  nurture  to  the 
sons  of  deceased  clergymen ;  and  by  its  economy,  and  wise  and 
earnest  training,  it  should  be  capable  of  raising  up  men  of 
simple  habits  and  fervent  hearts,  who  will  shrink  from  no  toil, 
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from  no  self-denial;  and  'who  by  manifestation  of  the  truth, 
will  commend  themselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight 
of  God.'  I  commend  the  object  to  your  serious  consideration 
and  prayers." 

At  the  same  period  some  students  were  under  the  super- 
vision and  training  of  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Annandale.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Bishop,  this  became  the  foundation  of  the 
Training  School. 

In  1859  several  clergymen  and  laymen,  chiefly  at  the  instance 
of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  met 
to  organize  such  an  institution  as  had  been  declared  to  be  a 
necessity  in  the  Diocese.  An  application  was  made  through 
the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn  to  the  Legislature  for  a  charter. 
Through  the  zeal  of  this  gentleman  an  act  of  incorporation  was 
obtained,  granting  full  collegiate  powers,  with  all  the  security 
and  supervision  which  the  Church  could  ask. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work,  Mr.  John  Bard 
gave  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  plot  of  ground,  which  has 
since  been  increased  to  about  twenty  acres ;  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Innocents  as  a  College  Chapel;  and  the  Parish  School 
House. 

In  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1859  the  College  was  recog- 
nized as  a  Diocesan  Institution  by  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recognizes  the  Training 
School  and  College  at  Annandale,  as  a  Diocesan  Institution,  and 
worthy  of  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  churchmen.

The  trustees  organized  under  their  charter,  April  11th,  1860, 
and  appointed  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  M.A.,  Warden,  by 
which  title  the  head  of  the  College  was  to  be  known.  At  the 
same  time  provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  College 
building.  This  building  was  completed  the  following  Christ- 
mas, and  was  furnished  with  everything  necessary  for  the 
comfort  of  the  students  by  the  liberality  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Messrs.  Bard  and  Aspinwall.  It  is  by  the 
generous  contributions  of  these  two  gentlemen,  and  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  that  the  salaries 
of  the  Professors  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  College  have 
been  paid. 

The  present  Warden,  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Fairbairn,  D.D.,  who 
had  been  connected  with  the  College  the  previous  year  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  was  appointed 
in  1863.  The  growth  of  the  College,  in  its  resources  and  in 
the  number  of  its  students,  has  been  steady  and  sure.  It  has 
commended  itself  to  the  general  favor  of  the  Diocese.  Of  the 
seventy  young  men  who  are  now  enrolled  as  its  students, 
nearly  all  are  expecting  to  become  candidates  for  orders. 
Thirty-two  have  completed  their  classical  course  and  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Others  have  pursued  the 
preparatory  studies  for  entrance  to  the  General  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  Bishop  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1864,  in 
exhibiting  the  work,  which  had  been  done  during  the  ten  years 
of  his  Episcopate,  named,  among  other  Church  Institutions, 
St.  Stephen's  College  "  designed  for  the  preliminary  care  and 
training  of  young  men  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  Sacred 
Ministry.     This  Institution  is  entirely  a  new  creation  within 
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the  last  ten  years.  It  is  already  provided  with  an  admirable 
College  building,  and  with  a  costly  and  beautiful  Church  or 
Chapel.  Some  of  its  pupils  are  already  in  the  ministry.  Its 
halls  are  crowded  with  students,  and,  I  think,  those  who  were 
present  at  the  examinations  and  at  the  public  exercises  at  the 
Commencement  in  July  last,  will  concur  with  me  in  the  opinion 
that  St.  Stephen's  only  requires  adequate  room  for  its  incoming 
students,  and  adequate  means  of  support  for  its  instructors,  and 
for  such  young  men  as  shall  need  it,  to  make  it  one  of  the 
most  useful  institutions  of  the  Church  in  all  this  country.  Let 
us  pray  that  some  of  our  large  hearted  laymen  may  be  moved 
to  render  it  that  effectual  aid  which  would  cost  them  so  little, 
and  which  would  make  it  so  priceless  a  blessing  to  the  ministry 
and  Church  of  God." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar,  in  the  reports  of  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  congratulated  the 
Diocesan  Convention  "  on  the  rising  reputation  of  this  Church 
Institution,  as  affording  to  the  Church  what  it  had  till  then 
wanted  —  College  teaching  and  Church  training,  thoroughly 
united  and  mutually  operating  in  fitting  for  the  ministry." 

So  far  the  work  has  been  carried  on  and  the  College  success- 
fully established  chiefly  by  the  private  munificence  of  a  few 
of  the  Trustees,  and  by  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Re- 
ligion and  Learning. 

The  Bishop  said  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  1869  : 
"  St.   Stephen's  Training  College,  Annandale,  is  outrunning 
the   anticipations  of  its  most  sanguine  friends.     During  the 
past   year  it   contained   upwards  of  sixty   students,  all    con- 
firmed,  all   communicants,  all  looking  forward   to  the  sacred 
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ministry  of  the  Church,  unless  we  except  two  or  three  young 
men  who  had  not  yet  finally  announced  their  determination. 
The  present  collegiate  year  will  open  with  upwards  of  seventy 
students,  the  college  buildings  and  every  house  in  the  neigh- 
borhood which  the  Warden  could  obtain  the  use  of,  being  filled 
to  their  utmost  capacity.  Applications  for  admission  are 
obliged  to  be  held  in  suspense  or  denied.  In  the  meantime 
the  character  of  the  institution  has  been  rapidly  rising.  The 
last  annual  Commencement  bore  striking  and  most  gratifying 
testimony  to  the  scholarship,  the  tone  of  thinking,  and  the 
intellectual  ability  developed  under  the  system  of  instruction 
and  training  there  employed,  while  the  moral  and  religious 
spirit  of  that  large  body  of  young  men,  all  animated  with  the 
same  high  aims,  bound  together  by  common  sympathies  and 
warm  fraternal  affections,  as  they  pursued  their  studies  and 
their  pastimes  amid  the  most  lovely  scenes  of  nature,  served  to 
complete  a  picture  which  must  have  touehed  the  heart  of  every- 
earnest  Christian  beholder.  It  cannot  be  long  before  the 
Church,  to  a  wide  extent,  will  recognize  the  high  character  and 
the  great  importance  of  St.  Stephen's  College.  It  cannot  be  long 
before  some  of  our  men  of  wealth  will  esteem  it  a  privilege  and 
an  honor  to  contribute  to  the  permanent  endowment  of  such  an  ' 
institution.  *  *  *  *  It  will  not  be  creditable 
to  the  Church  at  large,  if  it  shall  long  continue  to  leave  one  of 
the  most  fautless  and  invaluable  Seminaries  of  the  Church  in 
this  country  to  the  support  of  a  few  munificent  individuals,  or 
allow  its  usefulness  to  be  limited  by  the  narrowness  of  its  means."

Frequent  exercises  in  Reading,  Declamation,  and  Composi- 
tion; and  recitations  in  Land-marks  of  History  throughout 
the  year. 

Instruction  in  the  above  course  of  studies  is  intended  to 
promote  habits  of  patient  and  accurate  investigation,  while  at 
the  same  time  it  is  arranged  with  special  reference  to  the  study 
of  theology.  The  student  who  proposes  to  enter  the  General 
Seminary,  must  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  of  Natural  Science ;  but  especially  must  he  know 
how  to  speak  the  English  tongue,  have  an  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  text  of  the  Greek  Testament,  be  skilled  in 
Ethics,  and  be  possessed  of  geographical  and  historical 
knowledge  enough  to  enter  intelligently  on  the  study  of  God's 
word. 
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PREPARATORY  COURSE  FOR  CANDIDATES 
FOR  ORDERS. 

An  opportunity  is  afforded  to  students,  who  do  not  intend  to 
pursue  the  regular  course  of  study  for  a  degree,  but  who  wish 
to  become  candidates  for  orders,  of  reciting  with  such  classes  as 
will  prepare  them  for  an  examination  on  the  subjects  prescribed 
by  the  canons  of  the  Church,  viz  :  "  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral 
Philosophy,  Rhetoric,  the  Greek  Testament,  and  the  Latin 
Tongue."  Such  a  course  will  require  two  or  three  years  accord- 
ing to  the  previous  preparation  of  the  student.  Those  who 
satisfactorily  sustain  the  examination  will  be  furnished  with  a 
certificate  to  that  effect. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

The  standing  of  students  is  determined  entirely  by  an  exa- 
mination, conducted  by  means  of  written  questions.  There  is 
an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  term  in  Latin  and  Greek,  in 
Natural,  Mental,  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  Logic, 
Rhetoric,  Hebrew  and  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
only  when  the  book  or  study  has  been  completed.  No  student 
marked  below  75  is  regarded  as  having  sustained  his  examina- 
tion, and  will  not  be  recommended  for  a  degree  until  all  the 
required  examinations  are  sustained. 
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COMMENCEMENT. 

The  next  annual  Commencement  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
July  6th,  1871.  Divine  service  will  begin  in  the  College  Cha- 
pel at  11  o'clock  a.  M. ;  and  the  usual  literary  exercises  of  the 
students  at  12  m. 


LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

There  are  at  present  about  1,800  volumes  in  the  Library.  A 
valuable  collection  of  Philosophical  Apparatus  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn. 


RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

St.  Stephen's  College  is  an  Academic  Body  composed  of  reli- 
gious men  —  Trustees.  Professors,  and  Students  —  who  are 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  reli- 
gious culture  of  the  students  is  a  prominent  object.  For  this 
purpose  they  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  and  evening 
service  in  the  College  Chapel,  and  the  usual  services  on  Sunday 
under  the  pastoral  superintendence  of  the  Warden  of  the 
College. 


GROUNDS  AND  COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 

The  landed  property  of  the  College  consists  of  about  twenty 
acres  of  ground  beautifully  diversified  by  wood  and  lawn,  and 
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peculiarly  well  fitted  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  stu- 
dents in  their  leisure  hours. 

The  College.  Chapel  is  a  preeminently  beautiful  building  of 
stone,  in  which  the  students  of  the .  College  and  the  children  of 
the  Parish  School  attend  service  morning  and  evening.  It  is 
also  the  parish  church  of  the  neighborhood,  having  been 
consecrated  in  1860,  by  the  name  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents.     It  is  the  gift  of  John  Bard,  Esq.,  of  Annandale. 

The  south  wing  was  erected  in  1861.  It  is  seventy-five  feet 
by  forty,  standing  on  elevated  ground.  It  contains  recitation, 
rooms,  library,  rooms  for  twenty-eight  students,  and  refectory 
which  is  under  the  superintendence  of  a  matron  who  resides  in 
the  building. 

During  the  summer  vacation  of  1868,  a  building  seventy  feet 
by  thirty-eight  was  erected.  It  contains  accommodations  for 
twenty-six  students  and  for  a  College  officer,  and  also  recitation 
rooms. 

The  Ludlow  and  Willink  Hall,  a  substantial  building  of 
stone,  is  intended  as  a  residence  for  the  Warden  of  the  College. 
It  also  contains  a  spacious  hall  for  public  purposes.  This  is  a 
memorial  gift  of  Elizabeth  Ludlow  and  her  sister  Mrs.  Willink 
of  New  York. 


EXPENSES. 


Tuition  and  furnished  rooms  are  entirely  free.  The  only 
charge  for  the  academic  year  is  $225,  payable  half  yearly  in 
advance,  for  which  board,  washing,  fuel  and  lights  are  provided. 
The  students  eat  at  a  common  table,  which  is  presided  over  by 
a  College  officer.     There  are  no  endowed  scholarships  yet  pro- 
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vided.      Students  who  are   dependent  upon  scholarships,  are 
maintained  by  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning. 


VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  terms  in  the  year.  Christmas  term  begins 
October  1st,  and  ends  December  22.  Easter  term  begins 
Jan.  3,  and  ends  on  Moivday  in  Easter  week.  Trinity  term 
begins  Thursday  of  the  following  week  and  continues  to  Com- 
mencement, which  is  the  first  Thursday  in  July.  All  students  are 
required  to  return  to  College  so  as  to  be  ready  to  attend  recita- 
tions the  morning  after  term  commences.  The  failure  to  do  so 
will  subject  the  student  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  or  more. 


SITUATION. 


The  College  is  situated  on  the  Hudson  river,  in  the  town  of 
Red  Hook,  in  Dutchess  county,  between  Barrytown  and  Tivoli. 
It  is  easily  reached  from  Barrytown  Station,  which  is  about  2\ 
miles  distant.  It  may  be  reached  also  from  Tivoli,  at  which 
station  the  express  trains  stop.  The  post  office  address  is 
Annandale,  N.  Y.     Telegraph  office  at  Barrytown,  N.  Y. 


SOCIETIES. 

The  following  societies  are  recognized  by  the  College  authori- 
ties—  the  Eulexian,  the  Kappa  Gamma  Chi,  the  Philolo- 
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gian,  the  Missionary  Society,  and  the  St.  Peter's  Brother- 
hood. 

The  Eulexian  Society,  was  organized  in  1860,  the  Kappa 
Gamma  Chi  in  1868,  and  the  Philologian  in  1870.  The 
meetings  are  held  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  The  exer- 
cises consist  of  declamation,  composition,  and  debate. 

The  Missionary  Society  was  organized  in  1864.  Its  purpose 
is  to  encourage  a  missionary  spirit  among  the  students,  and  to 
furnish  means  of  obtaining  missionary  intelligence.  The  meet- 
ings are  held  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  each  month. 

The  anniversary  of  this  Society  is  celebrated  with  divine  ser- 
vice in  the  College  Chapel  the  evening  before  Commencement. 
At  the  last  anniversary,  1870,  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Potter,  D.D., 
preached  the  sermon. 

The  St.  Peter's  Brotherhood  is  an  association  devoted  to  reli- 
gious and  charitable  works,  under  the  direction  of  the  Warden 
of  the  College,  among  the  persons  who  attend  the  Chapel  as 
their  parish  church.

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money  or  a  medal,  or  otherwise  as  the  Warden  shall  determine, 
to  the  scholar  of  the  graduating  class  who,  intending  to  enter 
the  ministry  of  the  Church,  shall  excel  in  elocution." 

The  member  of  the  graduating  class,  whose  marks  for  his 
whole  College  course  are  the  highest,  provided  they  average  at 
least  95,  is  designated  on  the  College  Catalogue  primus:  and 
the  one  whose  marks  are  next  below,  provided  they  average  at 
least  90,  is  designated  secundus.
